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STORY OF CRASH 


He Declares Dirigible Might 
Have Stalled ‘in Air, but 

- Downward Wind Was 
Chief Factor. 


By the Associated Press. 

LAKEHURST, N. J., April 12— 
Lieutenant- Commander Edwin F. 
Cochrane, assembly and repair of- 
ficer at the Naval Air Station, tes- 
tified today at the naval hearing 
on the loss of the Akron that it 
had been planned, on the return 
from the last flight, to strengthen 
the ship’s structure in the area in 
which two of the survivors said 
they saw two longitudal girders 
break. One of those girders was 
to have been strengthened, he said. 

Cochrane said longitudinal gird- 
ers 5, 6 and 7 were involved in the 
repairs that had been planned. 
Longitudinal girder 7 was one of 
those that broke. 

Cochrane said hé had conferred 
with Commander F. C. McCord, 
commander of the Akron, and the 
_airship’s First Lieutenant and en- 
gineer about the projected repairs, 
before the last flighth. 

“Have you any knowledge of why 
the alterations were ordered?” 
Cochrane was asked. “No, sir.” 

Still Safe for Fiying. 

Lieutenant-Commander Herbert 
V. Wiley, the only surviving offi- 
cer of the Akron, who, designated 
at his own request is an interest- 
ed party, has the right to examine 
witnesses, then asked Cochrane: 
“As far as you know was the ship 
considered perfectly safe to fly 
without this alteration?” “Yes, 
sir.” 

Cochrane said the Akron had suf- 
‘ fered two casualties structurally, 
one on Feb. 22, 1932, and one on 
Aug. 22, 1932. He did not describe 
the accidents. 

Cochrane said the Goodyear-Zep- 
pelin Corporation had recommended 
the alterations, and they had been 
authorized by the Bureau of Aero- 
nauties. The Goodyear-Zeppelin 
Corporation built the Akron. 

Cochrane said minor structural 
damage had occurred “at odd times”

Throop’s Statement. 

Throop’s statement to Attorney-

He said that in 1931 he was ap- 
proached by an auditor for an East 
Side packing concern and by a

“They told me that if I would 
go a long with them and lay off 
the corporations in the matter of 
adjusting their tax assessments, 
that is, raising them, there would 
be a big income in it for me. 

“I agreed with them to do 
what they suggested. The county 
official told me that we would 
make some money if I would sit 
quiet and agree to anything that 
was proposed to the board after 
hearings on increases in tax mat- 
ters. 

“I did sit quiet. I understand 
that in one instance the auditor 
who had approached me actually 
went to the head of one large 
East Side company (named by 
Throop) and threatened him with 
bodily harm, with a pistol, to 
make him give the auditor 
money. 

$2000 in Midsummer, 1931. 

“In midsummer of 1931 the au- 
ditor went to the county official 
who was in the agreement and 
gave him some money, and the 
official gave me $2000 of it. He 
said he was keeping a like 
amount for himself. 

“In 1932 I understood I would 
get some money from an East 
Side contractor (named dy 
Throop). An East St. Louis at- 
torney (also named in Throop’s 
statement) had entered into the 
picture through the auditor and 
was seeing that coal owned by 
the contractor was being bought 
by public utilities and other cor- 
porations (one of which was 
named by Throop). 

“In 1932 I got $1500 from the 
attorney and was given to un- 
derstand it came from the con- 
tractor. I assumed iit was part 
of the profit he had made in the 
coal. In a general way, I was 
given to understand by the at- 
torney that the corporations had 
to buy the coal on the threat 
that the Board of Review would 
‘handle’ their tax assessments if 
they failed to take the coal. 

“That was all I got from the 
lawyer, except for $500 I bor- 
rowed from him late in 1932. I 
have already repaid $200 of the 
loan. 

“The first time the lawyer came 
to me was in 1932, He came to 
my office before I knew he was 
in the picture. He pulled out 
$5000 in cash in a roll and asked 
me to take it and go along with 
him. I refused. 

Don't be a sap all your life, 
he told me. ‘Take it.’ But I re- 
fused even to touch it. Finally 
he put it back in his pocket and 
said I would do what he wanted, 
whether I got the money or not. 

“After that he began to culti- 
vate me. He was very nice and 
subsequently he took me out sev- 
eral times in a motor boat. Later 
I took the $1500 from him.” 

To Co-Operate in Inquiry. 


Throop, 57 years old and owner 


of the Call Printing Co. in East St. 
Louis, told the correspondent that 
he regarded himself as ruined by 
the disclosures he made, but de- 
clared he would give the State ev- 
ery co-operation in the grand jury 
inquiry to be made into tax affairs 
in St. Clair County. 

“I have tried to be an honest 
man,” he said. “I fell a victim to 
the persuasion of other. I am not 
a politician. I ran for office in 
1928 when Alfred E. Smith had a 
great following in St: Clair Connty 
and I was elected by a fluke.

Throop’s job on the Board of 
Review pays $1800 a year.

How Hawker Tried to Sell “Key 
Letter” and Others. 

The letters which were offered 
for sale were d-:scribed to the Post- 
Dispatch by an East St. Louis bus- 
iness man who was one of the per- 


sons solicited to buy them. 

There were frve or six, all written 
on the same stationery bearing the 
same commercial letterhead. One 
of them, described by the hawker 
as the “key letter,” was amazingly 
frank if genuine, It told of $25,- 
000 being collected. The writer re- 
ferred to $5000 in $100 bills which 
he was sending by the bearer to 
whom he referred by his first name 
as if the recipient of the letter also 
knew and trusted him. It was a 
sort of trial balance for the year 
1932 and wound up with the cheer- 
ful announcement that the 60 per 
cent “cut” which went to a third 
party for the 1932 business would 
be saved to the writer and his cor- 
respondent by a new arrangement 
for handling future transactions. 

(The text of this letter, with 
names deleted, is published else- 
where). 

The “Introductory Letters.” 

The other letters were said to 
have indicated clearly the nature of 
this new arrangement and were re- 
ferred to by the hawker as the “in- 
troductory letters.” 

They were addressed to different 
corporations or to persons con- 
nected with different corporations, 
some with their main offices in St. 
Louis, and introduced the bearer as 
the representative of the writer. 

The persons addressed were in- 
formed in each case that they were 
to return the letters to the bearer. 
Thereupon the bearer would orally 
inform them of the writer’s pro- 
posal and act as “go between” there- 
after. 

The hawker of these letters is a 
former East St. s gambler 
who told the Post-Dispatch's 
informant, to whom he tried un- 
successfully to sell them, that 
they would incriminate four or 
five persons. The hawker’s | ef- 
forts to make money out of the 
letters began several months ago 
when he asked a casual acquain- 
tance who is employed in public 
service in St. Clair County if he 
could recommend a lawyer who 
would act for him in “shaking 
down” big taxpaying corporations. 
He represented himself on this oc- 
casion as being able to influence or 
anticipate periodical tax increases 
or reductions due to official 
changes in the valuation of prop- 
erty. He met no success here. 


Carried Letters Around. 

Thereupon ‘he began cultivating 
the acquaintance of the business 
man referred to. This man has been 
in East St. Louis a number of years 
and is well acquainted in official 
as well as commercial circles. In 
due time the gambler told the busi- 
ness man, with a great show of 
confidence and trust in his friend- 
ship and judgment, that he had 
some letters which, if properly 
used, could be made to produce a 
large sums of money for both of 
them. 

On this occasfon he carried a 


br the hawker’s obvious efforts to 
establish close relationship, had 
made inquiries about him and 
formed the determination to learn 
as much as he could about the 
man’s intentions and to turn 
him over to te proper authorities 
whenever he got sufficient infor- 
mation to justify that course. Up 
to this time the visitor had not fully 
revealed his proposal, but it was 
clear to the business man that in 
essence it was a b 

scheme. On the occasion when the 
hawker read from the letters he 
was careful not to let the business 
man see them, and left the impres- 
gion that he would make further 
revelations and perhaps let the 
business man himself read the let- 
ters on a later occasion. However, 
he never returned, seemingly hav- 
ing taken fright. 

A few days ago the hawker told 
an East St. Louis acquaintance that 
if he failed to sell the letters in 
East St. Lonis he intended to try 
te sell them to a St. Louis newspa- 


per. 

The hawker’s identity is known 
to the authorities. He has lived and 
worked in East St. Louis for a num- 
ber of years. 
City’s Bridge Tax Doubled by St. 

Clair A 

The City of St. Louis is among 
those who have been in dispute 
with the taxing authorities of St. 
Clair County over increased assess- 
ments. For 15 years the city has 
been trying to avoid taxation on 
the Illinois railroad approach to 
the Municipal Bridge. Two years 
ago the assessment for taxation 
was increased from $1,000,000 to 
$2,000,000. The annual tax bill on 
this doubled assessment is $111,- 
020. The city has paid one-nalf on 
the basis of the old assessment and 
has taken the $1,000,000 increased 
assessment to the courts in an ef- 
fort to prevent collection of an ad- 
ditional 355.510 a year in taxes.

Work Corps Conditioning 
Under Way at Barracks 


First. Recruits Arrive 


and Spend Night in 


Tents After Warm Meal in the 
Open Air. 


Without ceremony or delay, work 
of conditioning recruits of the Ci- 
villian Conservation Corps, com- 
posed of unemployed men who will 
be put to work in national refor- 
estation projects, got under way to- 
day at Jefferson Barracks. 

As fast as new arrivals were ad- 
mitted they were put to work pitch- 
ing tents and preparing a camp site 
for later groups. A _ bewildered 
company of 50 men who were mus- 
tered in yesterday and spent the 
night in unaccustomed tents al- 
ready was at work when the first 
truckload discharged its men today. 

About 200 men were scheduled to 
be enrolled by nightfall with a 
similar number anticipated tomor- 
row, Friday and Saturday. The in- 
itial St. Louis quota, which will 
contain about 900 men, represents 
all but 300 of a State contingent 
of 1200 which may be increased 
ater to 7500 men. After two weeks’ 
training at army posts they will 
be assigned to national parks. 

To Send $25 of $30 Home. 

All of the campers, selected from 
destitute families by the Cit- 
izens’ Committee On Relief and 
Employment, have agreed to send 
$25 of their $30 monthly wage back 
home. As they were received at 
eamp they signed a formal oath of 
enrollment, providinig for a six- 
month enlistment and agreeing to 
the liability of expulsion from the 
corps for any infraction of the 
rules. 

Teamsters, clerks, ‘soda dispens- 
ers, laborers and truck drivers were 
included among the first arrivals, 
a heterogeneous lot,many showing 
the effects of undernourishment, all 
poorly clad, most of them without 
employment for more than a year. 

Those who had “baggage”—con- 
sisting usually of a tooth brush and 
comb—carried it in their pockets 
since the Government issued blue 
denim work clothes, underwear, 
shoes and all necessary equipment. 

Regular Army Kation. 

Heartened by the smell of a thick 
vegetable stew which came from a 
wind-swept field range, the men, all 
between 18 and 25 years old, clam- 
bered from the trucks and yelled 
“when do we eat?” 

To many of them, the supper, 
served in the open as they lined up 
with mess kits in hand, represent- 
ed the first bountiful meal in many 
months. It was the regular army 
ration, provided at a cost of 27 
cents a day, and consisted of the 
stew, pickles, rice pudding, bread, 
butter and tea. 

Breakfast, served at 6:30 o’clock 
this morning, half an hour after 
reveille, consisted of scrambled 
eggs, fried bacon, fried potatoes, 


oatmeal with milk, bread and but- 


ter and coffee. Plenty of meatand 
vegetables were provided for din- 
ner. ' 

Training Arrivals to Cook. 
The camp, representing an un- 
precedented peace-time activity of 


the army, is taking shape just west 
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of the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camp site, south of the parade 
ground proper. 

Twenty-seven tents had been 
pitched on the C. M. T. C. site to 
receive the first men, and regular 
army cooks manned the field range, 
but this morning some of the ar- 
rivals were being trained to cook 
for later ones, while the others be- 
gan digging ditches and pitching 
tents for the rest of the camp. 

The men will be divided into six 
companies, each company in charge 
of an army officer. Companies will 
be subdivided into platoons and 
sections. Leaders will be chosen 
from the men. 


No Military Atmosphere. 


While the camp is under military 
supervision there is nothing mili- 
tary about it. There are no titles, 
no salutes, no drills, none of the 
smartness of a military encamp- 
ment. The only thing resembling 
drill consists of daily setting-up ex- 
ercises, designed to develop muscles 
and agility for the months of man- 
ual labor ahead. Steady work is 
on the program morning and after- 
noon and taps sound at 10 p. m. 

Faced with the problem of con- 
ditioning city-bred men to meet 
conditions in the woods, the object 
of the camp is to make them as 
nearly self-sustaining as possible 
and to cultivate a morale, sadly 
lacking among the recruits. 

Col. Walter Krueger, comman- 
dant of the barracks, pointed out 
that while the camp creates an ad- 
ditional duty for the Army, that no 
other organization in the country 
is equipped to train the civilians. 


, “Everything is designed to make 


those men self-reliant,” he said, 
“without fuss or confusion, and to 
get them in the best physical and 
mental condition possible. Discon- 
n doesn’t thrive on a full stom- 
ach.” 


About 10 Pct. Rejected. 


Prior to reporting at the barracks 
the men appeared before Maj. L. 
B. Bennett, in charge of the Army 
recruiting station at the Old Cus- 
tom House, Third and Olive streets, 
for a preliminary physical examina- 
tion and assignment to trucks. 

On arrival at the camp they were 
subjected to a more rigorous ex- 
amination and received their work 
clothes. Early rejections for physi- 
cal unfitness are running about 10 
per cent. 

Non-commissioned officers and 
enlisted men aided the men today 
as they went about their unaccus- 
tomed duties, trying awkwardly to 
— the celerity of the regulars 

as they endeavored to put up the 
tents. 

The enlisted Army men receive $9 
a month less pay than the labor 
recruits.

Roosevelt Thanks Skipper

President Expresses “Nation’s Gratitude” to 
Captain of Ship Which Was Near 
Scene of Crash

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Presi- 
Roosevelt sent a letter today to 
Cap. Carl Dalldorf of the German 
Ship, Phoebus, tendering “this Na- 
tion’s gratitude” for the services of 
the crew in rescuing three of the 
men on the Navy Airship Akron. 

The letter follows: 

“Through an act of providence 
the S. S. Phoebus was near the 
scene of the destruction of the U. 
S. S. Akron on the night of the 
4th of April. 

“It was doubly fortunate that 
the ship was in the hands of a 
captain such as yourself, with a 
fine and able ship’s company. 

“To these circumstances the three 
survivors of this tragedy owe their 
lives. 

“Lieutenant-Commander H. V. 
Wiley, the senior survivor of the 
Akron, reports that you placed your 
ship near the wreck and lowered 
boats to search for survivors; that 
all hands were on duty throughout 
the night, manning boats in rough 
seas, searching and rendering first 
aid to the rescued; and that the 
performance of your officers and 
crew merits the highest commenda- 
tion. 

“Commander Wiley further re- 
ports that your own efficiency, sea- 
manship and judgment were in ac- 
cordance with the highest tradi- 
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tions of the sea, and that when he 
expressed his appreciatiqn as he 
was leaving the Phoebus, you re- 
plied, ‘I only tried to do my duty. 
We are all seamen.’ 

“In that modest statement you 
typify the spirit of kinship and 
mutual helpfulness which binds to- 
gether those who follow the sea.

Ways and Means Committee to 
Decide Policy on Californian's 
5 Measure.

WASHINGTON, April 12—Be-] 


closed doors today, the Lea bill to 
legalize wine of 10 per cent alco- 
bolic content by weight will be con- 
sidered before the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Chairman Doughton yesterday is- 
gued a call for his committee to 
meet in executive session to deter- 
mine whether the measure will be 
subject to hearings and put through 
the regular legislative course, or 
whether it will be put aside. 

The wine bill is sponsored by 
Representative Lea (Dem.), Cali- 
fornia, and has the backing of the 
California delegation as well as rep- 
resentatives of other wine-produc- 
ing states. 

Lea wrote regulations into his 
measure. Should the 10 per cent 
wine be legalized, he would con- 
fine its sale to use with meals in 


hotels, restaurants, public eating 
piaces and homes. He would not 
permit the sale of sweet wine. 

A tax of 20 cents a gallon would | 
be levied on the wine, placing it 
alongside the present 3.2 beer and 
wine bill as a procurer of revenue | 


‘for the treasury. 


The Lea bill was the measure | 
agreed upon by representatives of 


ator McAdoo (Dem.), California, in- 
serted the 3.2 wine provision in the 
beer bill. 

Wine growers generally opposed 
the McAdoo provision, holding that 
it would be difficult to make a 
wine of such low alcoholi~ content 
and, further, that it would hurt the 
chances of the Lea bill. Makers of 
wine tonics, however, lent support 
to the 3.2 provision. 

The measure before the Ways 
and Means Committee would apply 
only to naturally fermented wmmes, 
which generally run between 12 
and 13 per cent alcoholic content by 
volume, and this would come well 
within the 10 per cent by weight 
provision. 

The method of legalization for the 
wine would be to amend the Vol- 
stead act along the lines of a pres- 
ent provision, which permits farm- 
ers and others to make up to 200 
gallons of fermented juices a year. 


Yale Authority Says 8 Per Cent 


Wine Isn’t Intoxzicating. 
Press. 


CINCINNATI, o., April 12—Dr. 
Tandell Henderson of Yale Univer- 
sity, who testified before a congres- 
sional committee that on the basis 
of scientific knowledge 3.2 per cent 
beer was not intoxicating, said last 
night in an address he is prepared 
to testify accordingly about wine 
of 8 per cent alcoholic content by 
weight. 

Dr. Henderson spoke at the an- 
nual dinner of the Federation of 
American Societies for Experimen- 
tal Biology, in convention here. 

“The test of anything is what one 
can get intoxicated on,” he said. 

“One would have to drink a quart 
of 8 per cent wine before he would 
even begin to feel the first slight 
effects of intoxication. It would 
make for temperance to legalize 
wine up to 8 per cent—that is, 8 


per cent by weight, 10 per cent by 
volume.” 


OHIO CONSERVATORS ORDERED 
TO REPORT LAW VIOLATIONS | 


Supervisors of 66 State Banks Re- 
quested to Report “Unusual 
Withdrawals” by Officers. 


COLUMBUS, o., April 12.—Con- 
servators of 66 state banks in Ohio 
were instructed last night to report 
promptly to the proper authorities 
“any evidence of violation of crimi- 
nal law by anyone connected” with 
the banks. 

General instructions were sent 
the 66 by Ira J. Fulton, State Bank 
Superintendent. Gov. George White 
also issued similar orders to the 
conservators of three other banks, 
the Union Trust Co. of Cleveland, 
the Guardian Trust Co. of Cleve- 
land and the First-Central Trust Co. 
of Akron. 

Fulton told the conservators to 
determine if persons connected with 
the banks had withdrawn “unusual 
amounts” of deposits just prior to 
the recent state and national bank- 
ing holiday. 


REVOLUTIONARY WAR STAMP 


Printing of 50,000,000 Comemorat- 
ing Peace Anniversary 


Begun. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—In the 
presence of Postmaster-General 
Farley and other high department 
officials, printing of a special 
stamp was begun yesterday at the 
Bureau of Engraving to commemo- 
rate the 150th anniversary of the 
formal ending of the Revolutionary 
War. : 

The stamp will be placed on sale 
at Newburgh, N. Y., on April 19 and 
at the Philatelic Agency here the 
following day.

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SENATE RENEWS: 
HEATED DEBATE. 
“ON FARM BIL 


to Fix Crop Prices 
to Insure Cost of Produc- 
tion One of Controversial 
Questions. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.— The 
Senate launched again today into 
its heated debate on the farm bill, 
facing at the outset the question 
of whether the Government should 
fix a price for crops which would 
insure the farmers receiving the 
cost of production. 

This, one of the most controver- 
sial points of the farm bill, was 


written in by the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee. Advocated by 
John A. Simpson, president of the 
National Farmers’ Union, Senators 
have been informed that Secretary 
Wallace, who will administer farm 
relief, disapproves of it. 

As the Senate started in aguin, 
the farm mortgage legislation which 
has been incorporated with the re- 
lief bill by the Senators, was before 
the House separately. A vote was 
not looked for until tomorrow. 

Proposal to Inflate Currency. 

At the outset of the session Sen- 
ator Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
offered an amendment proposing 
broad powers for President Roose- 
velt to inflate the currency, permit 
free coinage of silver and reduce 
the gold content of the dollar. 

The proposal, first specific plan 
to be advocated by Senate infla- 
tionists, was submitted as a last 
section of the sweeping farm bill 
and will not be voted on until the 
price lifting and mortgage refinanc- 
ing provisions are decided. 

It does not make inflation man- 
datory but authorizes the President 
to expand the currency either by 
issuance of Federal Reserve notes 
under the “greenback” currency 
law of 1862; by fixing the ratio of 
silver's value to gold and permitting 
free coinage of the metal at that 
value; or by fixing the gold con- 
tent of the dollar. 

The amendment also seeks to set 
up a dollar stabilization board to 
maintain a stabilized purchasing 
power for the dollar, with members 
to be the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Federal Reserve Board governor, 
Comptroller of the Currency and 
two members named by the Pres- 
ident. 

Letter From Wallace. 

At the request of Senator Bank- 
head (Dem.), Alabama, a letter 
from Secretary Wallace was read. 
In it the Cabinet member said the 
administration plan was simpler 
than the production cost proposal 
and that “what we want is the con- 
cept of an even price which main- 
tains a fair balance between p 
ducer and consumer.” . 

The letter said administration of 
the production cost plan would be 
difficult and might result in seri- 
ous injury either to the producer 
or consumer. 

Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, interposed that the admin- 
istration bill “sets up a definite 
yardstick, the 1909-14 price level,” 
while the production cost plan did 
not. 

Calling the administration’s pend- 
ing farm mortgage bill “half-baked 
piece of legislation,“ Representa- 
tive Hoeppel (Dem.), California, 
told the House that “in my opinion 
the American people are beginning 
to get tired of the ‘new deal.“ 

The farm mortgage bill, he said, 
“will be wonderful music for the 
bankers of the country, while the 
farmer won't even hear a tune.” 

“And if your correspondence is 
anything like mine,” he continued, 
“the American people are begin- 
ning to get tired of this ‘new deal.’ 
This ‘new deal, in my opinion, is 
becoming nothing more or less than 
a ‘raw deal.“ 

The Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee, in its report on the farm bill, 
recommended inflation, and mem- 
bers of both housess have demand- 
ed in speeches that the currency 
be expanded as part of the pro- 
gram to aid agriculture. 

Senator Norris explained the pro- 
duction cost guaranty plan, which 
he sponsored in the Agriculture 
Committee as an amendment to the 
administration bill. Under it, a 
minimum price would be fixed for 
that share of the farmer’s crop go- 
ing into the domestic market, suf- 
ficient to insure production costs. 

Norrts told colleagues it would 
be optional with the other pro- 
posals to lift farm prices and would 
be employed: at the discretion of 
Secretary Wallace, who has been

Some- 
times they are distorted by heavy 
betting on one or two contenders, 
or the bookie’s desire to “hold 
out” a team which he thinks is 
the probable winner. 

If the betting commissioner 
started out with a book in which 
three horses had equal chances in 
his opinion, a plunge of a couple 
of hundred dollars on one horse 
without bets on the others would 
make him shorten the price on 
the nag carrying thé most money. 
Yet he himself might still think 
that the race was even up as be- 
tween the three. The object in 
cutting the price would be to in- 
terest the public in betting on the 
other two, thus enabling him to 
balance his book. 

So, don’t place too much faith 
in bookmaking odds on either 
horse races or baseball cam- 
paigns. They do not always re- 
flect even the bookmaker’s opin- 
ion as to the relative merits of 
the candidates.

ASEBALL runs much closer 
to form than most sports.

CHINESE IN DISORDER 
RETREAT FROM WALL 


| Japanese Reported to Have 


Occupied Taiowying, Eight 
Miles to the South. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHANGCHUN, Manchuria, April 
12.—Japanese troops were reported 
to have occupied Taitowying, a Chi- 
nese city about eight miles south 
of the Great Wall of China, today, 
hastening a disorderly retreat of 
Chinese troops form the entire east- 
ern section of the wall. 

Rengo (Japanese) News Agency 
correspondents at the front said the 


Thirty-third Brigade under Major- 


General Kaoru Nakamura swept 
into the city from Chiehlingkow, a 
Great Wall passage about 25 miles 
inland from the Yellow Sea.

The Chinese armies under Gen- 
erals Shang Chen and Ho Chu-kuo, 
apparently fearful of being cut off, 
were reported hurriedly retiring to 
the Lwan River line. It was said 
the Chinese seemed likely to aban- 
don the entire triangle formed by 
the Great Wall, the river and the 
sea. (This undisputed Chinese ter- 
ritory extends about 65 miles in- 
land, with a 50-mile front on the

Below Lengkow, Hsifengkow and 
Kupeikow the Japanese attacks un- 
der Major-Generals Yoshiako Taka- 
ta, Heijiro Hattori and Tadashi 
Kawahara, respectively, carried the 
battle farther south from the Great 
Wall.

As the nation 
went on developing in the direc- 
tion of a nation, it- was still for a 
long time trying to do the things 
that Europe was doing and doing 
them very badly, I may remark, 
although generally very expensive- 
ly.” 

There came a change, Shaw went 
on, dnd described the American 
who emerged Hke this: 

“He was a colossal person; he 
was an extremely dignified per- 
son; he was a person that when 
you met him, you felt here was a 
man of great importance, or even 
of commanding importance; a man 
who had something in him, but 
you never could get that something 
out of him. 

“He was a tremendous talker, a 
man of magnificent periods and 
splendid perorations, an orator who 
shouted at meetings and especial- 
ly at dinner tables at great length, 
but he never said anything.” 

“But he was an abominating sort 
of man, if I may use the expres- 
sion,” Shaw continued. “He was 
monumental, but he was so empty 
in the point of getting new or defi- 
nite that you simply were stag- 
gered when we looked at him in 
Europe. | 

“He was in the air, consequent- 
ly you got nothing out of him but 
wind and you got a tremendous 
amount of that. This man, how- 
ever, emerged, and at last he began 
to get a name and became known 
as the 100 per cent American. 

“And there was this about him, 
that he was the unique phenome- 
non. There was nothing else in 
the world at al: like him.” 

Shaw said the 100 per cent 
American's” principal shortcoming 
was as a politician because “he 
had no political constitution to 
which he could refer his ideals.” 
He veered from there to a discus- 
sion of the American Constitution. 

“It was not really a Constitution 
at all,” he said. “It was not an in- 
strument of Government. It was a 
guarantee to a whole nation that 
they never could be governed at 
all, And that is exactly what they 
wanted.” 

Shaw conceded that “in England 
we have the British Constitution, 
but nobody knows what it is, and 
it is not written down anywhere.” 

“But you have got the thing,” he 
said. “I car? nail you down to the 
clauses of that Constitution.” 

Shaw said it was “a constitution 
of certain parliamentary bodies, 
legislatures, congresses, and 80 
forth which was so wonderfully di- 
vided that when you sent in one 
body of men to govern the country 
through these bodies, you sent in 
another body of men into the same 
body to prevent their doing it.” 

“The result of that,” he declared, 
“was that you were very much 
afraid of dictators, and you ar- 
rived at a state of society in which 
every ward boss was a dictator, 
and in which every financier was in 
his way a dictator, and every man 
who represented big business was 
a dictator and they had no respon- 
sibility. 7 i 

„And to this state of things, this 
defeat of all governments, you put 
up in New York Harbor a mon- 
strous idol which you called ‘Lib- 
erty.’ And there it is, and the only 
thing that remains to complete that 
statue is to put on its pedestal the 
inscription; ‘All hope abandon, ye 
who enter here.“ 

Attack on Hollywood.

a person in the jaw. When will we 
see a film issuing from Hollywood 
in which the hero, instead of rock- 
ing the gentleman in the jaw, does 
the civilized thing, and calls the 
policeman?” 

Returning to the “100 per cent 
American,” Shaw said that in his 
development he “is now being suc- 
ceeded by another sort of American, 
who is physically a little like the 
100 per cent American—he has the 
same imposing presence, he has 
something of the same eloquence, 
something of the same dignity and 
a great deal of the same enthusi- 
asm.” 

“I think Mr. Franklin Roosevelt 
is a type of that, rather,” Shaw 
went on. “I think my friend Mr. 
Randolph Hearst is rather a type 
of it. The reason I mention these 
two gentlemen is not only because 
they are pretty good specimens of 
what I mean, but because the symp- 
tom of the change is that they are 
both very violently against the Con- 
stitution. 

“Mr. President Roosevelt is ap- 
pealing to you, practically, at the 
present time, to get rid of your 
confounded Constitution and give 
him the power the govern the coun- 
try. He perhaps hopes that he will 
be able to govern it. He won't, as 
long as Congress is there to pre- 
vent him.” 

Snaw said that we “have tried” 
before, and that Herbert Hoover 
“was no use as a President“ be- 
cause “the system wouldn’t work.” 

“Everything ended in talk, talk, 
talk, talk,” he said, and unfor- 
tunately late during his term of of- 
fice you again had a bad slump and 
your system began to break up. I 
won't say that you found Mr. Hoo- 
ver out. I suppose I mustn't say 
that you kicked him out, but you 
certainly sent him away with extra- 
ordinary violence.” 


DECLARES HE NEVER 
MEANS TO OFFEND

NEW YORK, April 12.—George 
‘Bernard Shaw still insisted today 
after sailing for Southampton that 
he had no intention to offend any- 
body in the land of “those dear old 
boobs.” Giving an interview which 
he refused yesterday, he told more 
than a hundred newspaper and 
magazine writers, “I never offend 
anybody. Occasionally you write 
ill-natured stories that I haven't 
said.” 

The name of Helen Keller was 
brought up. Shaw has already de- 
nied that he had said in the pres- 
ence of Miss Keller that all Ameri- 
cans are “blind, deaf—and dumb.” 

“Now, look here,” said Shaw, rais- 
ing his hands, “the facts were, I 
complimented Helen Keller, saying 
that she could see and hear and 
speak better than the majority of 
Americans. Some idiot or other 
tried to make it an insult.” 

Shaw sat on a sofa in the lounge 
of the S. S. Empress and talked to 
the press. He frequently laughed 
at his own barbs. 

Expects Death to Be End. 

The question which drew from 
him the most vociferous answer 
was: “Mr. Shaw, where do you ex- 


have no doubt that people 


pect to go when you die?” 

“In the first place,” he replied, I 
sincerely hope that when I die it 
will be the end of me. Like Napo- 
leon, another celebrated man of 
whom you possibly have heard, I 
will 
breathe a lot easier when I am 
gone. I cannot contemplate Ber- 
nard Shaw going on forever—good 
heavens!” 

Some other of Shaw’s answers: 

„Why should war be suppressed? 
Is it an evil? War is a method of 
killing people and a great many 
people in this world ought to be 
killed. Yes, that includes a great 
many Englishmen. All Irishmen. 
I don’t know about newspaper men, 
since I am one of them.” 

“If you are not governed you end 
up in complete slavery. Nature 
doesn’t allow you to be free. It in- 
sists that you pay your own way. 
I want freedom, but I recognize 
that I can’t have it all the time. 
When I have obeyed the laws and 
tyranny of nature, then I am free, 
within certain limits.” 

William Jennings Bryan spent 
his life on the ridiculous remone- 
tization of silver, which was worth 
not more than 10 minutes of an in- 
telligent man’s time.” 

“You Americans have enthusiasm 
but you don’t know what to be en- 
thusiastic about. It is like your 
power of admiration—which I ex- 
ploit completely. Though, I don’t 
know why you admire me so much, 
you don’t read my books. It’s an 
abstract admiration.” 

“What, you have not met non- 
readers of Shaw books who admire 
Shaw? Then you have met the 
wrong people. There are stacks of 
people whose eyes fill with tears 
when you mention Bernard Shaw.” 


About Newspaper Paragraphs. 


“Newspaper ‘paragraphs are ef- 
fective when I write them.” 

“This is my first visit to Ameri- 
ca. This explains the wild enthusi- 
asm of the people for me. I was 
in danger of being mobbed. On the 
second visit nobody would take any 
notice of me. They never do.” 

“The thing I would care most to 
do if I stayed in America for a cou- 
ple of days would be get out of it.” 

“I have a horror of zoos. If I 
had my way I would lock all the 
animals out.” 

“You say Al Smith expected me 
to call on him? Is Al Smith an 
American? If he is, he certaintly 
did expect it. All Americans do.“ 

“For all we know the next civili- 
zation may be a Negro one. It is 
like the tree. It goes up and up 
and stops. Civilizations grow up 
and collapse. We have a habit of 
calling ourselves white. There is 
not a single white man in this 
room.” 

He thought Americans were frit- 
tering away their time except for 
producing and rearing a “distinctly 
superior crop of children.”

matic channels. 

The action followed reports of 
dissatisfaction among some of the 
smaller countries which were not 
among the 11 selected for special 
invitations to send their leading 
statesmen to Washington. 

The notes, phrased in the third 
person, were sent last night, to 44 
diplomatic missions in Washington 
inviting their nations to exchange 
views on broad aspects of the gen- 
eral economic conference and of 
limitation of armaments. 

Each of these was. accompanied 
by a personal note from Secretary 
of State Hull referring to the ap- 
parent impossibility that all nations 
could send special representatives 
because of a lack of time and sug- 
gesting that the exchange take 
place through diplomatic channels. 

Of the 55 nations which maintain 
embassies or legations here, the 11 
specially invited are: Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany, Italy, Japan, 
China, Argentina, Brazil, Chile, 
Mexico and Canada. 

Prime Minister MacDonald of 
Great Britain, former Premier Her- 
riot of France, and Prime Minister 
Bennett of Canada, have arranged 
to come. 

Secretary Hull's action was in- 
tended to overcome any feeling of 
dissatisfaction which might lead to 
misunderstanding. 


Mussolini Delegates Finance Minis- 
ter to Talk With Roosevelt.

HITLER IMPOSES NEW CODE 
ON PRUSSIAN UNIVERSITIES 


Abolishes Parliamentarianism, Sets up Nazi 
Leadership and ‘Decrees Discrimina- 
tion Against the Jews.

BERLIN, April 12.— Chancellor 
Hitler turned attention today to the 
German universities with the pub- 
lication of a new National Social- 
ist students’ code for Prussia. 

The new code, which will serve 
as a national model, discriminates 
against the Jews, makes changes 
in university administration and 
abolishes parliamentarianism, sub- 
stituting in its place a principle of 
Nationa) Socialist leadership. 

The resignations of Prussain uni- 
versity presidents are expected to- 
day. The president of the senate 
of deans of Cologne University re- 
signed yesterday and a new admin- 
istration was appointed. Changes 
under the new program are expect- 
ed to be completed by May 1. 

For centuries until now the Ger- 
man universities have been virtual- 
ly independent self-governing units 
within the State, the faculty ad- 
ministering the affairs of the uni- 
versity and the students organizing 
and regulating themselves. 

A prominent Jewish attorney at 
Chemnitz, Dr. Weiner, was found 
shot to death on a country road last 
night. He was kidnaped by men 
in National Socialist uniforms. 

The Prussian Academy of Sciences 
criticised Prof. Albert Einstein be- 
cause he “never raised a finger 
against suspicions and defamations 
as he was obliged to do as a mem- 
ber of the academy” in connection 


with the recent German “atrocity” 
reports abroad. 

Prof Einstein, now in um, 
informed the academy that he had 
renoynced the Prussian citizenship 
he gained wher he was made a 
member, because “there are no 
longer equal rights and no liberty 
of speech jn teaching” in Germany.

Calls for Completion of 750 Miles 
of International Road in 
Three Years. 

MEXICO CITY, April 12.—A con- 
tract forthe completion of the 
Laredo-Mexico City-Acapulco high- 
way, about 750 miles long, has been 
awarded to Camilo Figueroa for 
20,000,000 pesos (about $5,600,000). 

Gigueroa won the contract over 
Warren Brothers, who built many 
roads in Cuba in recent years. The 
contract calls for completion of a 
wide, oil, gravel and paved high- 
way, with bridges, within three 
years, payments to be made over 
a six-year period. The International 
Highway now is about half com- 


pleted although passable all the 
way.

“The Buford bill, despite its author's assurances to 
the Governor, is a measure designed for the benefit 


not write it. No truer pig in a poke ever went 
through a legislative body. Here is a bill of 190 
printed pages which was railroaded through both 
houses of the Legislature without giving the members 
of either body time to read it. Charges were pub- 
licly made on the floor of the House that it was writ- 
ten by emissaries of the utilities. Opponents of the 
bill pointed them out. 

The virtual of such a measure would be to 
throw gut of court all the causes now before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. There is one of these causes 
alone of such importance that the Governor cannot as- 
sume responsibility for having it thrown out of court. 
This is the valuation case of the electric utility in St. 
Louis. The commission has worked upon this valua- 
tion for several years. The cost of the investigation, 
which has been many thousands of dollars, is paid 
by the company as an operating expense, and is 
in turn transferred to the consumer. 

Is the State Commerce Commission, with which the 
Buford bill would replace the Public Service Commis 
sion, going to take up this cause and carry it to a 
conclusion? It would be almost impossible for it to 
do so. One of the reasons tenure upon the Public 
Service Commission is staggéred is that such causes 
must be continuing. 

The valuation of Union Blectrie for ratemaking 
purposes is of immense importance. The City of St. 
Louis tried for years to reduce electric rates in St. 
Louis. Judge Muench, the City Counselor, maintained 
that Union Electric is taking out of the pockets of 
the people of St. Louis more than $1,000,000 annually 
in excess of its legal due. Because of decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court, based upon the 
theory that the value of a utility is what it would 
cost to reproduce it, this case is still pending after 
four years. It awaits a valuation of the property 
which is now in progress. 

The interesting thing about the valuation case now 
before the Public Service Commission is that costs 
are not what they were. If ytility rates are primarily 
to be based upon reproduction cost new, then the 
people are entitled to lower rates than they enjoyed 
when costs were high. The whole country is await- 
ing for the courts to say that what is sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander. _ 

It goes without saying that the utilities would like 
to obstruct the development of this case in Missouri. 
They would go to great lengths to do so. How far 
they will go is indicated by the Buford bill. Such a 
law would mean delay and confusion. New men would 
come on the scene. Those experienced members of 
the commission who have this case in hand would dis- 
appear from the scene. This is why the conviction is 
widespread in the State that the utilities are behind 
the Buford bill It is a conviction shared by the 
press, by correspondents, by members of the Legis- 
lature itself. 

“There sits the man who wrote this bill!” one of 
the members of the House exclaimed, pointing from 
the floor to a utility agent sitting in the gallery. 

The Governor cannot lend himself and his admin- 
istration to such unworthiness. No economy which 
would be effected by discharging the old commission 
of five men and turning its labors over to a new com- 
mission of three men would equal the loss of the 
people in unreduced rates. The commission which 
the bill would create could not arbitrarily reduce 
rates. It would have to proceed according to the law 
of the land, just as the Public Service Commission 
proceeds. 

There are many things not understood in the Bu- 
ford bill, but enough is plain to condemn it. No ad- 
ministration could defend it before the people, and 
the Park administration cannot do so.

The Macon will 
call forth the greatest skill of her navigators, and 
will sail with the best hopes of all observers. .

We are giad that a voice for bond conversion has 
been raised in the House.

If the national income has dropped from 83 billion 
dollars in 1929 to about 30 billion dollars in 1933, 
it stands to reason that the payment of an interest 
rate of 4% per cent is a heavier burden on the 
Government and the taxpayer than before. Con- 
verstly, the fall of 26 per cent in the cost of living 
since 1929 now provides the bondholder with a rela- 
tively higher return than that of four years ago. As 
a matter of fact, it has been shown to be about 6 23 
per cent. 

Representative Parsons’ announcement may very 
well spur the House leaders to action. If it does 
not, we have the assurance of his bill, and that means 
the first step in thé United States toward a decrease 
in governmental costs already effected by other coun- 
tries. England, France, Italy and Australia have all 
had bond conversions. Canada is moving to the same 
end. Payrolis in the United States have declined 65 
per cent since 1929. The cost of living has dropped 
25 per cent. Only the wages of money remain what 
they were. 

We are the only people in the world who have not 
receded from the high levels of wartime finance. 
More than 30 countries have abandoned the gold 
standard. The French and Italian investors in war 
bonds have been paid off at a rate of about 20 cents 
on the dollar. German investors got 12 cents on the 
dollar. Conversion costs English investors some 
$120,000,000 annually. 

The Roosevelt administration is making a sincere 
effort to reduce the cost of government and balance 
the budget. Armed with extraordinary powers grant- 
ed by Congress, the President is swinging the econ- 
omy ax as it has never been swung at the national 
capital. Sacrosanct things like pensions, the innum- 
erable excrescences of bureaucracy, the pet enterprises 
of the lily painters in a thousand corollaries of zoy- 
ernment—all are falling under the sturdy blows of 
economy. 

Why should money be spared? We can never bal- 
ance the budget until we make one rule for all, 
whether money or men. 


Having found fame and fortune in hyperbole, 
George Bernard Shaw continues to mine that inex- 
haustible vein. His chatter about the Victorian 
clothes of women is an example. “If by accident a 
woman displayed her ankle in falling out of a car- 
riage,” he is quoted, the populace would narrate the 
story for years. People would tell how they knew a 
person who saw a woman's ankle.“ 

That may be the way it was among the excitable 
English, but here in imperturbable America, the an- 
kle, though accounted a “phantom of delight,” never 
occasioned headlines or mass meetings or ringing 
resolutions. Here, in our calm, sophisticated way, it 
was accepted as a radiant revelation. 

Mr. Shaw exaggerates, too, when he says “anatomy 
was a mystery.” We offer in rebuttal the testimony 
of a St. Louis poet in the delightful “Documents in 
Evidence,” as compiled by the late Henry M. Blossom. 
As there related, the girl missed the stép in getting 
out of a stanhope and sprained her knee and frankly 
said so. Was the lyricist equal to the occasion? 
Listen: 


A well-turned ankle has no charms, 
So far as I can see, 
Which may not justly appertain ~

Engineers’ Group Would. Put 
Unemployed to Work in 
Commandeered Plants. 


NEW YORK, April 12.—The com- 
mandeering of idle plants, mines 
and farms by the Government to be 
operated by the unemployed was 
proposed at a meeting of the New 
York chapter of the Society of In- 
dustrial Engineers last night. A 
resolution was adopted authorizing 
the appointment. of a committee to 
further the plan. 

The proposal accompanied the re- 
port of a committee appointed ‘in 
January to investigate the “signifi- 
cance of technocracy.” Dr. Walter 
N. Polakov was chairman. 

The report recommended that a 
committee be formed to “consider 
in the light of war-time experience 
the advisability of the Government’s 
commandeering idle plants and ex- 
cess productive capacity of mines, 
farms, etc., for operation by quali- 
fied unemployed engineers and 
workers in order to produce con- 
sumer goods and exchange them 
among producing units as well as 
with farmers by means of suitable 
scrip.” 

“Securing of raw materials and 
supplies,” the report said, “and 
transportation of materials and 
products should be organized by the 
Government on a preferential basis. 

“The duration of this program 
would naturally be limited to the 
length of the crisis and until the 
disemployed were re-absorbed by in- 
dustry.” 

The committee said relief funds 
of the country are near exhaustion 
and that plans for road building, 
reforestation and hydro-electric de- 
velopments can “at best utilize only 
a small portion of relatively un- 
skilled labor, whose earnings in 
turn will not be adequate to in- 
crease the demand for consumers’ 
goods appreciably.” 

As for technocracy, the report 
concluded that the issues it raised 
“are fundamental and merit further 
thorough research and rigorous 
analysis. The premature publicity 
distracted public attention from 
grave realities to frivolous criticism 
of examples.” 

“We are suffering not from tech- 
nological unemployment but from 
the unemployment of technology. 
The inadequate purchasing capacity 
of the majority of the population 
restricts the market necessary for 
the full utilization of the existing 
means of production.”

The magnetization process ex- 
tracts from this substance the heat 
generated in it when it is magnet- 
ized and demagnetized. It utilizes 
the principle that when a sub- 
stance is magnetized the tendency 
is for the atomic magnetons to 
“line up,” an action which pro- 
duces heat, small in amount under 
normal circumstances, but relative- 
ly considerable when produced un- 
der such extremely low tempera- 
tures. The atomic elements of 
magnetism are due to the spinning 
of the electrons and rotation of 
the electrons within the atom. 

By ammonia refrigeration and 
other cooling processes Giaque ob- 
tained a temperature of about 306.4 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit, at 
which point the magnetic cycle be- 
gan. The heat generated by mag- 
netizing and demagnetizing was 
drawn out of the substance by 
liquid helium which surrounds it. 
The substance then was isolated 
from the helium by a high vacuum. 
The magnétic field was decreased 
and this action further cooled the 
substance. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT SUPPORTS 
CAMPAIGN ON SWEATSHOPS 


Suggests Publicity to Get Average 
Woman Buyer Interested in 
Working Conditions. 

NEW YORK, April 12.—Advising 
better organization among workers 
and employers, Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt gave her active support 
today to the campaign of the 
Women’s Trade Union League 
against sweatshop conditions in the 
dress industry. Mrs. Roosevelt em- 
phasized that her activity was “as 
an individual and not as the wife of 

the President.” 

The League is one in which Mrs. 
Roosevelt has interested herself for 
several years. “I am a practical 
person,” said the mistress of the 
White House, “and I wonder how 
you are going to get at the mass 
of the women to awaken in them 
the interest to bring about success 
for your undertaking. Employers 
are interested in favorable working 
conditions because they know if 
wages sink so low workers cannot 
buy, then employers lose their mar- 
kets. 

“I question whether the average 
woman is interested. There seems 
to me a lack of interest in the buy- 
ing public. You cannot keep up 
proper standards of workers unless 
your public has a better conscience 
than it has today. 

“I would plan a campaign of pub- 
licity,” Mrs. Roosevelt continued. 
“I would organize workers and em- 
ployers and then call in the news- 
paper women and present this so 
clearly that the interest of women 
buyers would be enlisted.

DETROIT COUNCIL OMITS BOND

UNPAID CHICAGO TEACHERS

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Recognizing Russia. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Reply- 
ing to a speech against recognition 
of Soviet Russia, Senator Borah 
(Rep.), Idaho, told the Senate to- 
day that Russia had “no intention 
of destroying the Government of 
the United States and I know per- 
fectly well they couldn’t destroy it 
if they wanted to.” 

Borah, long-an advocate of Amer- 
ican recognition of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, made the declaration after 
Senator Robinson (Rep.), Indiana, 
had delivered a long prepared ad- 
dress in which he asserted recogni- 
tion would be tantamount to “plac- 
ing a gun in their hands with which 
to shoot us.” 

Robinson said with an embassy 
here, Russia would use this as the 
“central point for carrying on their 
admitted efforts to destroy the 
American Republic.” 

Robinson, who is one of the mi- 
nority members of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, opposed recogni- 
tion of the Soviet Government 
largely on the ground that it would 
seek to overthrow the American 
Government through propaganda. 

“At the present time, representa- 
tives of the Moscow masters are 
busily engaged all over this coun- 
try in creating dissension and dis- 
satisfaction among our people,” 
Robinson said, “They are violently 


opposed to our philosophy, and day 


and night are working industriously 
to overthrow our Government. That 
is the situation under present condi- 
tions. What would it be if they 
were officially recognized? What 
would recognition mean? Well, in 
the first place they would have an 
elaborate embassy located in Wash- 
ington, fully staffed, entitled to 
many immunities, and this machin- 
ery unquestionably would be used 
as the central point for carrying 
on their admitted efforts to destroy 
the American republic. 

“In the Soviet Embassy here, the 
seditious concoction would be 
brewed and from this Embassy 
would emanate to all points of the 
United States, the vicious propa- 
ganda calculated to poison Amer- 
ican public opinion against our own 
institutions. 

“Dangerous as their activities are 
to our peace and welfare under 
present conditions, they would be 
infinitely worse if conducted under 
the official cloak of American rec- 
ognition. In other words, we would 
be simply placing a gun in their 
hands with which to shoot us. 

“I refuse to go into official part- 
nership with any such concern, and 
I am not a little surprised that it 
would be seriously proposed,” 

Robinson contended recognition 
would not materially affect Amer- 
ican trade, observing that how it 
would “remedy our economic situa- 
tion here is difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, to understand.” 

Convinced About Stalin. 

Taking the floor after the Indi- 
anan had concluded, Borah hotly 
replied that since Stalin took over

gation had convinced him that 
“there has never been any attempt 
whatever to interfere in American 
governmental affairs or to seek by 
propaganda to interference with 
the affairs of this Government.” 
He quoted Stalin as saying the 
entire attention of Russia would 
be given to affairs in that coun- 


“If you would empty the entire 
amount of propaganda that is sup- 
posed or reported to have been 
dumped on our bordérs into the 
laps of the American people,” Borah 
asserted, “it would’nt have any ef- 
fect on them at all.” 

Robinson interrupted the Idahoan 
to ask what America would gain 
by recognition “if their purpose is 
to destroy the American form of 
Government.” 

Borah Quotes Al Smith. 

“I do not concede they have any 
intention of destroying the Govern- 
ment of the United States,” Borah 
replied. “I know perfectly well 
they couldn’t destroy it if they 
wanted to. How would they do it, 
by landing an army here? I have 
no fear they would land an army 
even if their Embassy is here.” 

Borah summed up his stand by 
quoting Alfred E. Smith’s recent 
editorial in which “considerable 
doubt” was expressed that Russia 
was “actually attempting to under- 
mine other Governments” and add- 
ing Smith was not worried over

ders Corporations to Give 
ull Information on Pro- 
ceeds of Stock Sales.

NEW TORK, April 12—Several 
additional reforms by the New 
York Stock in the direc- 
tion of wider publicity of corpora- 
tion affairs, were disclosed yester- 
day. 
Without any formal announce- 
ment the exchange last January 
decided that corporations seeking 
listing privileges would henceforth 
have to give full informatfion re- 
received 


garding the net proceeds 
from new security sales, thus in- 


dicating the profits of the under- 


writers. In taking this action the 
exchange was a jump ahead of the 
framers of the Federal securities 
regulation bill now under consider- 
ation in Washington. 

Prior to this* ruling corporations 
were under no obligations to report 
the net amount received from any 
sale of stock or bonds. The secrecy 
surrounding such financing opera- 
tions called forth considerable 
criticism in the past, and led to 
the incorporation of the present 
provision in the securities bill. 

Other regulations tightened by 
the exchange, according to an offi- 
cial announcement, concern the re- 
cent rulings relative to independ- 
ent audits of corporation astate- 
ments. 

The exchange listed two new re- 
quirements of minor importance, 
but some significance was at- 
tached to supplement “13 C” of the 
listing questionnaire, which read as 
follows:

which might prevent security hold- 
ers from gaining a clear and un- 
derstandable picture of their com- 
panies’ finances,
